Whooping  Cough 

Encouraging  results  were  obtained,  especially 
in  small  infants  suffering  from  whooping 
cough  in  a  severe  form,  with  intramuscular 
injections  of  'Redoxon'  Forte,  500  mg., 
vitamin  C,  given  daily  or  on  alternate  days, 
5  to  8  injections  per  case.

Emotional  Disturbances  and 
Peptic  Ulcer 

The  importance  of  the  emotional  factor  is 
stressed  in  an  article  entitled  "The  Medical 
Treatment  of  Psychosomatic  Disturbances.' 
Detailed  advice  is  given  on  diet  and  on  the 
treatment  of  fatigue  due  to  a  relative  hypo- 
glycemia. Drugs  paralysing  the  parasym- 
pathetic nervous  system  are  needed.  Atropine 
is  useful  and  raises  the  blood  sugar.  "Recent 
experience  with  'Syntropan'  indicates  that 
it  may  have  a  similar  therapeutic  applica- 
tion." {J own.  Amer.  Med.  Assoc.,  October  14, 
]  1944,  pp.  413-418.)  '  Syntropan '  is  a  synthetic 
atropine  substitute  which  acts  as  an  anti- 
spasmodic directly  on  muscle  like  papaverine, 
and  peripherally  through  the  vagus  like 
atropine. 

Riboflavine  in  Dermatology 

Thirty-two  boys  and  59  adult  males  suffering 
from  a  syndrome  consisting  of  angular 
stomatitis,  glossitis  and  scrotal  dermatitis 
were  placed  in  small  groups  and  treated  with 
various  vitamin  preparations.  Shark  liver  oil

Formulary  VII.  It  may  be  hoped  that  at 
a  convenient  opportunity  some  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  tablets  will 
be  promoted  to  pharmacopoeial  status.  The 
mere  fact  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
seeming  to  lag  behind  the  United  States 
Pharmacopoeia  in  adopting  medicines  or 
classes  of  medicines  may  give  untutored 
minds  the  impression  that  British  medicine 
is  in  some  respects  backward.  This,  as 
most  of  us  realise,  is  far  from  being  the 
case.  A  further  point  is  that  medicine  and 
pharmacy  are  so  closely  linked  in  formulary 
revision  that  a  reflection  on  the  one  is 
likely  to  involve  the  other. 

Public  Service 

One  of  the  speakers  in  the  discussion  that 
followed  an  address  by  the  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  West  Ham 
(p;  88)  "thought  it  vital  that  pharmacists 
should  serve  on  borough  and  county  councils 
to  ensure  that  their  point  of  view  was 
ventilated."  It  is,  we  may  all  agree,  desir- 
able that  pharmacists  should  serve  on 
public  bodies  when  and  where  it  is  reason- 
ably possible  to  do  so :  as  was  suggested 
in  this  section  some  time  ago,  their  training 
is  calculated  to  fit  them  for  handling 
problems  of  many  kinds.  But  I  cannot  go 
all  the  way  with  the  speaker  referred  to. 
The  main  difficulty,  as  I  see  it,  is  that  the 
average  young  pharmacist,  however  public- 
spirited,  well-read  and  balanced  he  may  be, 
is  entering  on  a  business  career  demanding 
close  application  to  a  multiplicity  of  detail 
and,  even  in  these  enlightened  days,  long 
hours  of  work.  Public  service,  therefore, 
must  normally  be  attended  to  in  spare 
time,  and  must  then  compete  with  other 
interests  that  have  a  claim  on  such  leisure 
as  he  can  command.  The  proprietor  of  a 
pharmacy  cannot,  unless  he  is  unusually 
well  supported  by  qualified  assistance,  leave 
his  shop  at  stated  times  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  meetings  of  councils  and  similar 
bodies.  When,  after  years  of  exertion,  he 
has  worked  up  his  business  to  a  condition 
in  which  he  can  safely  leave  it  in  charge 
of  a  manager  or  senior  assistant,  he  has 
probably  become  averse  from  the  rough- 
and-tumble  of  the  average  municipal  public 
body.  We  are  therefore  faced  in  this  matter 
by  a  kind  of  dilemma.  I  have  so  far  ignored 
the  personal  equation.  But  it  is  obvious 
that  pharmacists,  whatever  the  nature  of 
their  work,  are  not  uniformly  able,  nor 
uniformly  eager,  to  join  issue  in  local 
controversies.  Xravser 
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Unregistered  Seller  of  Poisons. — At  Boston, 
Lines,  on  January  8,  Harry  Goodman,  Pyne 
Street,  Lentonj  Nottingham,  was  fined  £\, 
with  IS.  costs,  for  selHng  a  poisonous 
disinfectant  when  not  registered  to  sell 
poisons,  and  for  not  having  his  name  and 
address  on  the  bottle.  Goodman  pleaded 
ignorance  of  the  regulations,  but  said  that 
he  had  since  registered  in  respect  of  sixteen 
branch  shops. 

Opium  Without  Authority. — At  Lincoln 
police  court,  on  January  22,  Dr.  Francis 
Christopher  Toner,  until  recently  locum 
tenens  in  the  employ  of  Lincoln  United 
Friendly  Society,  was  remanded  in  custody 
for  one  week  on  a  charge  or  procuring  6  oz. 
diluted  opium  when  not  authorised  to  do 
so.  A  detective  inspector  said  that  he  had 
also  traced  1,000  tablets  of  a  scheduled 
drug  to  defendant,  who  admitted  that  he 
was  a  drug  addict.  Toner  was  a  medical 
practitioner,  but  his  D.D.  authorities  had 
been  withdrawn. 

D.D.  Charge  Dismissed. — At  Newcastle, 
Staffs,  magistrates'  court,  on  January  18, 
a  plea  of  war-time  rush  was  accepted  in  a 
charge  against  Harold  Edward  Denby, 
M.P.S.,  Watlands  View,  Porthill.  The  evi- 
dence advanced  was  that  on  October  16, 
1944,  defendant  supplied  morphine  pills  to 
a  patient  on  a  prescription.  Some  days  later 
a  Home  Office  inspector  called  to  inspect  his 
stock  and  register  of  Dangerous  Drugs  and 
noticed  that  he  was  deficient  in  a  certain 
number  of  morphine  pills.  Defendant 
explained  he  had  failed  to  make  the  entry 
owing  to  a  business  rush.  He  had  put  the 
prescription  on  one  side,  intending  to  enter 
it  when  the  crowd  had  thinned,  but  over- 
looked it ;  he  pleaded  guilty.  The  case  was 
dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Theft  as  Bailee. — At  Steyning,  Sussex, 
magistrates'  court,  recently,  John  Gordon 
Hodgskin  was  summoned  for  theft  as 
bailee  of  210  cards  of  medicinal  tablets 
valued  at  £^g,  the  property  of  Coastal 
Laboratories,  Ltd.,  Brunswick  Road, 
Shoreham.  In  a  statement  to  the  court, 
a  director  of  the  company  said  that  he  had 
engaged  defendant  to  sell  and  deliver  cards 
of  tablets  on  commission.  At  the  outset 
210  cards  were  supplied  to  Hodgskin  and 
since  then  he  had  not  been  seen.  Hodgskin 
said  that  when  he  started  he  found  that 
trade  was  exceedingly  bad.  He  had  now 
sold  all  the  tablets  and  had  not  paid  in  any 
money,  but  stated  that  ten  guineas  of  the 
£49  (the  value  of  the  ta,blets)  was  due  to  him

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SECOND-HAND  PHOTOGRAPHIC  APPARATUS 


After  consultation  with  the  Central  Price 
Regulation  Committee,  the  Board  of  Trade 
has  made  an  Order  removing  certain 
second-hand  photographic  apparatus  (in- 
cluding cinematograph  projectors  for 
i6-mm.  film)  from  the  scope  of  the  Second- 
hand Goods  (Maximum  Prices,  Maximum 
Charges  and  Records)  Order,  1943.  For 
this  apparatus  a  revised  form  of  price 
control  is  substituted.  Apparatus  listed  in 
a  Schedule  to  the  Order  is  no  longer  subject 
to  the  ceiling  of  "first-hand  price  "  ;  instead, 
the  dealers'  maximum  selling  price  is 
calculated  by  adding  to  the  actual  price 
paid  to  the  private  owner  for  the  second- 
hand article  a  gross  margin  of  50  per  cent, 
of  the  retail  cash  price  of  the  new  article 
at  August  21,  1939.  Expenses  incurred  by 
the  dealer  for  reconditioning  or  repairing 
before  sale  must  be  met  out  of  this  margin, 
and  dealers  are  required  to  keep  a  stock 
record  of  all  transactions  relating  to  the 
scheduled  apparatus.  All  other  articles  of 
photographic  apparatus  (including  pro- 
jectors for  sub-standard  film)  remain  sub- 
ject to  the  Second-hand  Goods  Order,  1943. 
The  new  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1945,  No.  38) 
came  into  operation  on  January  29. 
Copies,  price  one  penny,  may  be  obtained 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office.

E  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
Great  Britain  has  issued  the  following 
ort  on  the  resolutions  passed  at  the 
anch  Representatives'  meeting,  1944. 

ministrative  Structure  of  Proposed  N.H.S. 

That  this  meeting  of  Branch  Representa- 
es  approves  the  outline  prepared  by  the 
nnt  Committee  as  the  general  basis  of  the 
anisation  of  the  pharmaceutical  section  of 
National  Health-  Service."  The  Council 
cept5  the  Joint  Committee's  report  as  the 
sis  of  negotiation  over  the  administrative 
ucture  of  the  service. 

nstitution  of  Joint  Committee 

That  this  meeting  of  Branch  Representa- 
ves  considers  that  the  Joint  Pharmaceutical 
ommittee    should    include    a  pharmacist 
legate  from  the  company  chemists."  This 
solution  was  passed   by  seventy-seven 
tes  to  forty-six.   The  proposal  has  been 
rther  fully  considered  by  the  Council, 
hich  has  concluded  that  it  would  be 
nwise  at  the  present  time  to  extend  the 
embership  of  that  Committee.   Its  mem- 
ership  is  confined  at  present  to  representa- 
ves  of  organisations  which  have  a  sub- 
antial   community   of   interest   and,  if 
thers  were  to  be  added,  the  additions 
ould  not  be  restricted  to  representatives 
the   Company   Chemists'  Association, 
he  Council  agrees  that  it  is  desirable  that, 
)efore  the  proposals  are  submitted  to  the 
vlinister  of  Health,  they  should  be  submitted 
and  discussed  with  as  wide  a  representa- 
lon  of  pharmaceutical  opinion  as  possible, 
has  no  doubt  that  the  Joint  Committee 
shortly  invite  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
any  Chemists'  Association,  and  of  other 
odies  not  at  present  represented  on  the 
Committee,  upon  its  proposals  while  they 
are  still  in  draft  form. 

Dispensing 

"  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Branch  Repre- 
Isentatives'  meeting,  the  Council  of  the  Society 
\should,  after  securing  the  best  legal  advice  on 
\the  procedure  to  be  followed,  institute  the 
necessary  proceedings,  without  regard  to  the 
expense  involved,  in  order  to  achieve  the 
following  result :  that  the  dispensing  of  all 
prescriptions  for  human  use  or  consumption 
shall  only  be  performed  by  a  pharmacist." 
This  resolution  expresses  a  desire  which  has 
always  been  held  generally  by  pharmacists, 
namely  that  all  dispensing  should  be  under- 
taken by  them. .  The  resolution  is  apparently 
designed  to  secure  that  whatever  private 


dispensing  remains  after  the  institution  of 
a  Na.tional  Health  Service  should  be  under- 
taken by  pharmacists,  in  the  same  way  as 
dispensing  under  that  service.  The  future 
of  private  dispensing  is  so  much  bound  up 
with  the  National  Health  Service  that  no 
useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  giving 
special  attention  at  present  to  the  matter. 
It  will,  however,  be  borne  in  mind,  and 
any  favourable  opportunity  taken  to  move 
in  the  desired  direction. 

Constitution  of  Local  Pharmacy  Boards 

"  That  this  conference  recommends  that  the 
local  Pharmacy  Boards  shall  consist  mainly 
of  pharmacists ,  and  that  those  pharmacists 
shall  be  elected  from  and  by  pharmacists 
practising  under  the  scheme."  This  resolution 
will  be  borne  in  mind  when  negotiating 
over  the  administrative  structure  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Service.

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IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION  DINNER 


A  DINNER  given  by  the  Irish  Drug  Associ- 
ation on  January  g  brought  together  a 
representative  gathering  from  every  section 
of  the  drug  trade  in  Eire.  Mr.  Lyall  G.  Smith 
(president  of  the  I.D.A.)  was  in  the  chair, 
and  he  had  with  him  at  the  top  table 
Messrs.  C.  J.  Cremen  (president.  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland),  J.  K.  Whelehan 
(vice-president),  P.  C.  Cahill  (treasurer), 
J.  J.  Kerr  (registrar),  G.  A.  McLean  Lee 
(treasurer,  I.D.A.),  N.  A.  McKane,  Ballina; 
and  Sir  Thomas  Robinson. 

The  Society  and  the  LD.A. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Bourke  proposed  the  toast 
"The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland." 
He  marvelled  that  the  Society  had  been 
able  to  do  so  much  within  its  restricted 
powers  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

Mr.  C.  J.  Cremen  (president  of  the 
Society)  responded.  He  felt  they  could 
accept  the  hospitality  of  the  I.D.A.  because 
the  Society  had  the  responsibility  of  putting 
up  with  the  teething,  growing  pains,  and 
development  of  the  young  men  going  into 
pharmacy.  When  they  quaUfied,  the  Society 
shared  them  with  the  I.D.A.  There  were 
one  or  two  points  he  would  like  to  make 
in  connexion  with  the  Society.  The  first 
was  that  University  education,  both  in 
England  and  in  Eire,  was  subsidised  by 
the  Government  to  two-thirds  of  the  cost, 
while  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
had  been  able  to  finish  its  students  entirely 
out  of  its  own  revenue.  The  time  had 
arrived  when  publicity  might  be  got  for 
the  Society  on  this  point.  The  Society,  from 
being  merely  an  examination  machine,  was 
gradually  now  accepting  its  responsibilities 
to  students,  in  whose  cultural  and  recrea- 
tional activities  it  was  playing  its  part. 

Proposing  "The  Irish  Drug  Association," 
Mr.  J.  K.  Whelehan  thought  all  would 
agree  that,  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  the  soul  of  pharmacy,  then  the  I.D.A. 
was  the  body.  The  I.D.A.  was  the  arms 
that  gave  the  punches,  the  legs  that  gave 
the  kicks,  and  the  brains  that  worked  out 
schemes.  When  they  spoke  of  the  I.D.A.

Correspondence 

Copies  of  correspondence  between  the 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  Local  Government 
concerning  the  Health  Advisory  Council, 
which  had  been  sent  to  each  Member  of  the 
Northern  Ireland  Parliament  with  a  cover- 
ing letter,  was  read,  as  was  a  letter  to  the 
Press.  The  meeting  approved  of  the 
procedure  adopted.  A  letter  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Food  notifying  that 
supplies  would  be  made  available  to 
chemists  applying  to  Colwyn  Bay  for 
starch  for  use  in  dispensing. 

N.H.I.  Remuneration 

A  draft  questionnaire  and  covering  letter 
on  National  Health  Insurance  remunera- 
tion, prepared  by  a  subcommittee  as 
directed,  was  discussed,  and  several  minor 
amendments  made.  It  was  then  proposed 
by  Mr.  E.  A.  Richey,  seconded  by  Mr. 
A.  T.  Hardy,  and  carried,  that  the  draft 
questionnaire  and  covering  letter,  as 
amended,  should  be  sent  out  to  members 
forthwith. 

Fruit  Squashes  and  Hot-water  Bottles 

In  correspondence  on  the  subject  of 
diabetic  fruit  squashes,  the  Chemists' 
Friends'  Association  had  suggested  that 
the  U.C.A.  should  take  up  with  the  Ministry 
of  Food  the  arrangements  for  supply  in 
Northern  Ireland,  and  it  wa,s  agreed  that 
the  Divisional  Food  Office  should  be  asked 
to  arra'nge  for  local  manufacture  of  diabetic 
fruit  squashes.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Local  Government,  replying  to  an 
inquiry  by  the  secretary,  wrote  stating  that 
the  price  of  rubber  hot-water  bottles, 
supplied  against  official  permits  issued  by 
them  to  patients  presenting  a  doctor's 
certificate,  had  been  fixed  at  5s.  6d. 

A  communication  from  T.  McCully 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
Londonderry,  advised  that  the  company 
would  not-  in  future  be  trading  as  pharma-

ies.  Botany. — Of  the  twenty-five  can- 


didates who  entered  for  the  examination  in 
botany  twenty-four  presented  themselves. 
Thirteen  passed,  and  the  remaining  eleven 
failed  to  obtain  the  marks  required ;  of 
these  eleven,  eight  failed  the  entire  exam- 
ination and  three  were  referred  in  botany 
and  physics.  The  standard  of  answering  in 
both  theoretical  and  practical  examinations 
was  definitely  low.  Physics. — Candidates' 
work  was,  on  the  whole,  not  good,  in  either 
the  theoretical  or  practical  papers,  the 
practical  being  somewhat  the  better.  The 
answers  showed,  in  general,  that  candidates 
did  not  know  the  basic  facts  accurately. 
Poor  answers  to  two  of  the  questions 
indicated  that  entrants  had  learned  by 
heart  the  ordinary  calorimeter  and  photo- 
meter formulas,  but  had  no  real  grasp  of 
what  the  formulas  signified,  and  were 
unable  to  make  the  slight  modifications 
which  the  questions  required.  Both  the 
theoretical  and  practical  work  were  neat, 
and  the  diagrams  used  to  illustrate  the 
answers  were  often  numerous  and  carefully 
drawn. 

Qualifying  Examination 

Of  the  Final  Qualifying  examination  the 
examiners  stated  :  Chemistry. — On  the 
whole  the  answering  reached  a  good 
standard,  several  candidates  scoring  high 
marks.  There  were  few  failures,  and 
candidates  appeared  possessed  of  a  sound 
knowledge.  The  practical  was  quite  well 
done  in  most  cases.  Pharmacy. — The 
number  of  passes  was  higher  than  usual, 
and,  on  the  whole,  the  questions  were  fairly 
well  answered,  only  two  candidates  failing 
to  obtain  pass  marks.  Forensic  pharmacy 
and  posology  continued  to  be  good.  In  the 
practical  examination  a  moderate  standard 
of  dispensing  was  displayed,  but  candidates 
were  slow,  and  seemed  to  devote  a  lot  of 
time  to  calculations.  Three  B.Sc.  can- 
didates for  the  practical  pharmacy  exam- 
ination showed  a  high  standard  of  dispens- 
ing. Pharmacognosy. — The  standard  of 
the  written  paper  was  not  high,  but  two 
candidates  received  high  marks.  Sketches 
and  diagrams  showed  a  great  improve- 
ment. In  the  practical  examination  a  good 
standard  was  maintained  in  identifying  crude 
drugs;  microscopical  work  was  well  done.

t  to  preserve  pharmacy  for  individual 
macists.  Details  of  the  methods  of 
iring  membership  of  the  fund,  either 


by  investment  or  donation,  have  been  sent 
to  members;  but,  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  have  not  received  the  N.P.U.  circular, 
it  may  be  pointed  out  that  generous  dona- 
tions will  be  specially  welcomed  from  phar- 
macists, firms  and  corporate  bodies  to  put 
the  fund  in  a  good  position  to  carry  on  its 
work  effectively  from  the  start.  Any  sum 
may  be  donated,  but  a  donation  from  a 
pharmacist-  of  not  less  than  ;^ioo  carries 
with  it  membership  of  the  fund.  From  an 
examination  of  the  explanatory  data  sent 
out  by  the  N.P.U. ,  there  would  appear  to 
be  no  class  of  private  pharmacist  that  will 
not  benefit  from  the  new  scheme.  For  ex- 
ample, a  proprietor  who  has  no  immediate 
intention  of  disposing  of  his  business  will 
feel  that,  in  the  future  event  of  his  wishing 
to  sell,  a  suitable  private  purchaser  will 
readily  be  found.  He  may,  on  the  other 
hand,  wish  to  change  to  a  larger  business, 
and  here  again  the  fund  will  be  able  to  assist. 
Managers  and  assistants  who  have  saved 
sufficient  capital  to  cover  25  per  cent,  of  the 
purchase  price  of  a  substantial  business  can 
also  be  helped  by  the  fund — an  incentive  to 
personal  progress  that  will  be  welcomed  by 
many.  In  short,  it  is  sought  to  provide  the 
financial  backing  to  private  pharmacists 
that  has  hitherto  been  lacking,  and  to  give 
them  an  opportunity  of  acquiring  businesses 
at  least  equal  to  that  enjoyed  by  their 
larger  competitors. 

Dependent  Upon  Support 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  the  scheme 
is  probably  the  most  ambitious  ever  placed 
before  chemists  in  this  country,  and  that  it 
will  succeed  or  fail  according  to  the  degree 
of  support  forthcoming.  Every  pharmacist 
will  recognise  the  immense  possibilities  in- 
herent in  the  plan,  and  will,  it  is  hoped, 
lend  his  full  support  by  donations  if  pos- 
sible or,  at  least,  by  investment  to  the  limit 
of  his  capacity.  The  fund  will  be  under  the 
control  and  management  of  N.P.U.,  Ltd., 
the  directors  of  which  are  members  of  the 
N.P.U.  Executive.  It  will  be  administered 
by  selected  N.P.U.  staff.  Pharmacy  can- 
not afford  to  lose  its  best  businesses  to 
multiple  concerns  and  financial  interests. 
The  remedy  is  to  be  found  in  the  scheme, 
which  deserves  the  maximum  support  of 
every  pharmacist.

New  Deal  for  Photographic 
Dealers 

The  majority  of  retail  chemists  rightly 
regard  their  photographic  trade  as  a  valu- 
able asset  in  normal  times.  Some  two 
thousand  or  more,  who  gave  the  subject 
special  attention,  actually  obtained  more 
than  half  their  pre-war  income  from  their 
photographic  sales.  All,  but  especially  the 
latter,  will  be  interested  in  a  new  Order 
(S.  R.  &  O.,  1945,  No.  38),  which  operates 
from  January  29,  details  of  which  are  given 
on  p.  112  of  this  issue.  Briefly,  the  Order 
removes  price  restrictions  on  a  specified 
list  of  second-hand  photographic  goods — 
mainly  the  more  expensive  types  of  "still" 
cameras  and  i6-mm.  cine  projectors,  to- 
gether with  their  lenses,  viewfinders,  etc. 
Photographic  dealers  may  now  buy  from 
amateur  owners  at  whatever  price  is  agreed 
between  them.  On  the  resale,  however, 
the  dealer's  maximum  profit  is  limited  to 
50  per  cent,  of  the  pre-war  list  price  of  the 
article  when  new.  One  example  will  make 
the  working  of  the  Order  clear,  viz. : — - 

The  pre-war  price  of  a  Leica  iiiA,  with 
Summar  F/2  lens,  was  ;^43  9s.  9d. 

50  per  cent,  of  this  is  £z\  los. 

Thus,  if  the  trader  can  buy  such  a  Leica 
for  ;^io,  his  maximum  selling  price  is  ^yo 
-f  ;^2i  los.,  or  los. 

If,  however,  he  pays  ;^ioo  for  the  camera, 
his  maximum  selling  price  is ^100  -f-  los., 
or  ;/^i2i  los. 

The  usual  condition  that  a  stock  record 
of  such  sales  must  be  kept  has  been  incor- 
porated in  the  Order,  but  the  particulars 
required  are  simple  and  can  be  noted  in 
any  exercise  book  or  ledger.  It  will  be 
recalled  that  previous  Orders  provided  that 
the  maximum  price  at  which  these  goods 
could  be  sold  by  a  trader  was  the  first-hand 
price,  i.e.  the  pre-war  list  price.  As  their 
value  has  been  greatly  enhanced,  a  con- 
siderable trade  had  grown  up  among 
amateurs  and  pseudo-amateurs,  who  have 
been  trading  in  such  cameras  at  prices  up 
to  three  times  the  ceiling  price  permitted 
to  the  photographic  dealer. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
has  at  last  recognised  this  injustice,  and 
brought  back  to  dealers  this  section  of  their 
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legitimate  trade  by  enabling  them  t^ 
and  sell  in  an  open  market.   The  Or  J 
the  result  of  negotiations  by  the  f| 
graphic    Dealers'    Association,  extel 
over  two   years.     The   P.D.A.  was 
prepared  to  take  "No"  for  an  answeil 
has  returned  to  the  authorities  on 
different   occasions   with   fresh  evic 
The  Association  is  now  compiling  an 
"Prices  Book,"  which  will  give  a  de 
list  of  all  apparatus  decontrolled  bi 
Order,  and.  showing  the  exact  profit  i 
is  now  allowed.

The  Asi 
tion  states  that  many  applications 
being  received  by  Regional  Licensing 
mittees  from  retailers  who  wish  tc 
amateur  photographic  supplies ;  the  ni 
ity  are  being  refused,  but  it  is  certain 
when  demobilisation  takes  place,  a 
number  of  strong  applications  will 
forward  from  men  who  have  been  conn( 
with  photography  as  part  of  their  war  ^ 
These  should  have  sympathetic  consii 
tion,  for  it  is  certain  that  there  will 
boom  in  photographic  sales  in  the  imme« 
post-war  years,  but  it  also  provides  an( 
good  reason  why  retail  chemists  slj 
bestir  themselves  and  not  let  this  " 
slip  away  to  the  shops  of  compel 
traders. 

Old  Prescription  Books  Wanted. —

Glasgow 

The  Glasgow  and  South-western  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Society  heard  Mr.  Linstead 
on  January  ii,  Mr.  Andrew  Officer  (branch 
president)  in  the  chair.  In  the  course  of 
the  subsequent  discussion,  Mr.  Wilson 
asked  if  the  setting  up  of  health  centres  in 
Glasgow  would  mean  that  pharmacists 
would  not  do  national  dispensing. — Mr. 
Linstead  said  pharmacists  had  the  right 
to  say  that  the  present  system  should  be 
tried  out  under  the  new  conditions  for  a 
period  of  years  and  that  they  should  be 
protected  from  competition  by  public 
money. 

In  reply  to  a  suggestion  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  pharmacists  in  certain  areas  to 
keep  a  stock  of  everything,  Mr.  Linstead 
said  the  Central  Pharmaceutical  Board 
might  establish  a  central  pharmacy  operated 
on  behalf  of  the  pharmacists  in  the  area. 
He  did  not  think  such  a  plan  would  work 
well,  but  there  might  be .  a  special  depot 
where,  in  an  emergency,  anything  wanted 
might  be  obtained.  This  could  be  arranged 
between  chemists  and  the  local  authority. 

Mr.  Crosbie  asked  if  pharmacy,  as  now 
known,  would  disappear,  and  Mr.  Lin- 
stead replied  that  pharmacy  was  in  the 
life  of  the  community  and  would  not  pass 
away.  A  gradual  change  would  take 
place,  but  they  wanted  a  long  enough  buffer 
period  to  enable  pharmacists  to  become 
accustomed  to  the  change. 

Dr.  Joseph  Tait  (resident  secretary  of 
the  Society  in  Scotland)  said  there  were 
faults  in  the  medical  service  and  in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  scheme,  and  the 
public  had  to  get  the  best  service  possible. 
Pharmacists  needfed  to  know  what  was  in 
the  minds  of  the  people  with  whom  they 
had  to  negotiate,  and  to  have  a  definite 
policy  defined  before  meeting- them. 

Mr.  a,  M.  Malcolm  said  that,  if  the 
Government  could  go  over  the-  heads  of  the

British  Medical  Association  they  might  do 
the  same  with  the  pharmacists.  Could  they 
be  sure  that  no  section  would  break  away 
and  accept  terms  unacceptable  to  the 
majority? — Mr.  Linstead  said  there  was 
no  evidence  of  disunity  among  the  ranks  of 
pharmacists.  ^ 

Remuneration  in  Scotland 

Mr.  Wilson  said  that  remuneration  in 
Scotland  was  better  than  in  England,  and 
the  Minister  of  Health  would  probably 
estimate  on  the  English  payments. — -Mr. 
Linstead  said  the  Scottish  Department  of 
Health  was  equally  responsible  with  the 
Minister  of  Health  for  the  proposals.  The 
figure  of  ^33,000,000  was  just  a  figure,  and 
members  should  not  assume  that  the  sum 
provided  for  the  cost  would  be  limited. — 
Mr.  Scott  said  the  Scottish  figure  was  2s., 
against  the  English  4s.  lod.,  but  Mr.  Lin- 
stead pointed  out  that  it  was  a  question 
of  frequency,  Mr.  A.  B.  Gilmour  adding 
that  English  frequency  was  double  that  in 
Scotland. 

Mr.  Cunningham  asked  if  it  was  com- 
petent for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
negotiate  for  all  pharmacists,  or  was  there 
something  in  its  constitution  to  prevent 
this  ? — The  Society  could  act  if  all  concerned 
gave  it  the  necessary  authority. 

Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert  said  it  had 
been  proposed  to  develop  the  N.H.I,  scheme 
to  include  dependants.  Would  it  not  have 
been  wiser  to  do  this  first  and  proceed  by 
slow  stages? — Mr.  Linstead  said  this 
would  give  a  new  lease  of  life  to  the 
Insurance  Committees,  and  bring  twenty 
million  people  into  the  scheme.  Better 
tackle  the  business  on  the  lines  of  the 
White  Paper. 

Various  members  suggested  there  would 
be  an  increase  of  proprietary  medicine  sales 
when  the  new  proposals  came  into  force, 
and  urged  that  their  sale  should  be  con- 
trolled in  some  way.  Mr.  Gilmour  said  that 
if  Denmark  could  forbid  the  advertising  of 
proprietary  medicines  and  New  Zealand 
could  restrict  their  sale  to  registered 
pharmacists  (except  for  an  agreed  list  of 
household  remedies),  Britain  could  do  the 
same. — Mr.  Linstead  said  this  question 
should  be  tackled  at  the  same  time  as  the 
National  Health  Service,  but  this  was  a 
free  country  and  citizens  could  take  their 
medicine  as  they  desired.  It  was  not  the 
medicine  but  the  advertising  that  needed 
reform.  In  Canada,  before  any  claims  could 
be  made  for  a  medicine,  it  had  to  be 
"vetted"  by  the  Department  of  Health. 

Mr.  Scott  asked  to  what  extent  the 


Pharmaceutical  Society  could  restrict  r 
vertising. — Mr.  Linstead  replied  that  som 
pharmacists,  in  their  advertisements,  su^ 
gested  that  they  were  better  pharmacisii 
than  their  neighbours ;  it  was  proposed  tj( 
deal  with  this  matter  by  writing  to  th 
offenders. 

Mr.  a.  Officer  expressed  the  view  ths  ■

Edinburgh  ^ 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and  Soutli 
eastern  Scottish  Branch  of  the  Pharaic' 
ceutical  Society  held  in  Edinburgh  0 
January  12,  Mr.  W.  A.  Beattie  (chairma 
of  the  Branch)  welcomed  the  speaker,  whoij 
they  all  knew,  he  said,  as  the  respectep 
secretary  of  their  Society. 

Opening  the  discussion,  Mr.  Teasdalii 
Edinburgh,  said  that  the  pharmacists'  posi 
tion  in  the  National  Health  Service  woull 
largely  be  based  upon  their  present  statui' 
They  could  not,  as  Mr.  Linstead  had  eirj 
phasised,  be  satisfied  with  or  advocate 
mere  extension  of  the  National  Health  Iri 
surance  scheme.  In  the  past  twenty  yeai| 
the  average  chemist's  shop  had  become  lesi 
and  less  a  pharmacy  and  more  and  more 
general  store.  His  professional  status  ha 
decreased  as  the  shop-rounds  had  been  ni 
placed  by  proprietary  medicines,  and  i\ 
was  to  be  hoped  that  the  establishment  c! 
a  National  Health  Service  would  mean  thi 
establishment  of  proper  health-educatio 
for  the  people.  While  it  was  agreed  tha 
under  the  new  service  the  existing  facilitie 
should,  where  practicable,  continue  t 
be  used,  surely  Mr.  Linstead  as  registraii 
and  with  the  information  at  his  dispose 
through  the  Society's  inspectors,  did  no 
seriously  suggest  that  each  and  ever 
one  of  those  shops  was  capable  of  providin 
a  satisfactory  service  ?  The  point  t 
be  emphasised  was  not  where  the  phai 
macist  did  the  dispensing,  but  that  the  dis 
pensing  should  be  done  by  the  pharmacisi 
He  wondered  how  they  were  going  to  mak 
dispensing  "under  the  direct  and  persona 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist"  a  reality?  I 
could  not  be  done  in  a  shop  employing  onl 
one  pharmacist, 

Mr.  Linstead  said  that  Mr.  Teasdale' 
views  coincided  with  those  of  a  large  nuir 
ber  of  the  younger  men  in  pharmacj 
Abstract  terms  such  as  "status"  and  "re 
cognition"  were  dangerous  words  to  use 
To  suggest,  for  example,  that  the  fact  tha 
pharmacists  were  not  getting  coupons  fo 
overalls  indicated  a  lack  of  "status,"  wa 
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er  nonsense.  The  real  reason  was  a 
c  of  overalls,  not  status.  They  should 
Id  from  what  they  had  now. 
Ir.  Somerville,  Edinburgh,  said  that 
re  seemed  to  be  a  great  tendency  to  con- 
3  dispensing  with  the  business  of  a  chem- 
and  druggist  as  carried  out  at  the 
tnent.  There  was  a  great  deal  more  to 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  than 
mere  dispensing  of  prescriptions.  They 
e  regarded  by  the  public  as  advisers  on 
sorts  of  queer  chemical  problems. 
Private  Lockwood,  Doncaster,  thought 
Tinstead's  ideas  thoroughly  sound. 
;y  should  cut  out  some  of  the  less  desir- 
3  proprietary  medicines  and  give  more 
minence  to  the  professional  status  of 
ir  business.  To  consider  an  official  de- 
ry  service  in  future  might,  he  thought, 
rather  dangerous. — Mr.  Linstead  said 
loubtedly,  where  the  patient  was  unable 
collect  the  medicine,  there  ought  to  be 
obligation  on  the  State  to  deliver  it. 
Ir.  Glass,  Edinburgh,  said  that,  as  one 
he  younger  members,  he  believed  in  the 
vidual  chemist  dispensing  the  nation's 
licine.  He  thought  that  the  majority  of 
mists  had  given  a  good  service  for  a 
ill  remuneration  ;  and  that,  if  a  first-class 
dee  was  to  be  given  under  the  National 
ilth  Service  scheme,  the  chemist  should 
adequately  paid. — Mr.  Linstead  ex- 
ised  agreement.

Mr.  Henderson,  Edinburgh,  said  he 
could  not  yet  call  himself  a  pharmacist,  but 
he  was  a  student  of  pharmacy.  He  thought 
that  if  chemists'  shops  were  to  be  used  as  a 
basis  for  a  State  pharmaceutical  service, 
steps  would  have  to  be  taken  with  regard 
to  the  equipmi^ent  and  adequac}^  of  the  pre- 
mises.—Mr.  Linstead,  on  the  question  of 
apparatus  and  standard  of  practice,  empha- 
sised the  necessity  for  a  pharmaceutical 
service  being  controlled  by  pharmacists. 

Parties  to  Contract 

Mr,  Stevens,  Edinburgh,  asked  whether 
it  was  proposed  that  chemists,  so  far  as  the 
State  service  was  concerned,  should  be  em- 
ployed by  a  Board  under  a  contract  of  ser- 
vice, in  the  same  way  that  it  was  suggested 
the  doctors  should  be. — Mr.  Linstead  said 
it  was  contemplated  that  there  should  be  a 
Central  Pharmacy  Board,  with  whom  the 
individual  contracting  chemist  would  have 
the  same  relations  as  he  had  at  the  moment 
with  the  Insurance  Committees. 

Quartermaster-Sergeant  Adams,  Edin- 
burgh, asked  in  what  respect  the  quality  of 
drugs  would  be  controlled. — Mr.  Linstead 
thought  there  would  have  to  be  a  tariff 
similar  to  the  N.H.I.  Tariff. 

Dr.  Tait  (resident  secretary)  compli- 
mented Mr.  Linstead  on  his  fine  lecture.  He 
had  been  present  at  the  meetings  addressed 
by  Mr.  Linstead  in  Aberdeen  and  Glasgow, 
and  was  interested  to  find  that  Mr.  Linstead 
had  approached  the  subject  from  different 
angles  at  each  of  the  three  meetings.  The 
White  Paper,  Dr.  Tait  said,  indicated  that 
existing  institutions  should  be  encouraged. 
Health  centres  would  be  experimental,  and 
it  would  be  a  long  time  before  they  were 
established  throughout  the  country.  He 
thought  it  important  that  the  Service  in 
Scotland  was  to  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Department  of  Health  through  the  Secre- 
tary of  State.  As  regards  the  pharmacist, 
he  would  say  that  surely  "the  labourer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire." 

Mr.  Somerville,  proposing  a  vote  of 
thanks,  said  members  would  agree  that  Mr. 
Linstead  had  a  full  appreciation  of  their 
problems,  which  he  had  at  his  finger-tips, 
and  for  which  he  was  prepared  to  fight 
until  a  solution  was  reached. 

Mr.  Linstead,  acknowledging  the  vote 
of  thanks,  said  he  was  conscious  of  a  heavy 
responsibility.  They  had  a  difficult  year 
ahead,  and  he  would  plead  for  understand- 
ing from  the  members  of  the  Society  and  for 
unity,  particularly  as  between  England  and 
Scotland. — Mr.  Hedderwick  moved  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman.

manufacturing  and  wholesale  pharmacy 
will  be  affected  as  much  as,  if  not  more 
than,  retail  in  forthcoming  legislation  for 
National  Health  Service.  The  professional 
idealist  agitating  for  abolition  of  private 
trading  in  proprietary  medicines,  and  yet 
asking  for  extension  of  national  dispensing 
in  retail  pharmacies,  seems  to  me  an 
illogical  theorist,  forgetting  the  economic 
basis  of  the  calling.

I  have  the  sup- 
port of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Employees 
and  the  chemists'  sections  of  the  National 
Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied  Workers 
and  Association  of  Scientific  Workers. 
I  welcome  the  steps  taken  by  the  Council 
to  participate  in  the  new  National  Health 
Service.  The  Pharmacy  Board  may  be 
necessary,  but  we  must  insist  that  the 
majority  of  its  niembers  shall  be  phar- 
macists, and  that  they  shall  be  democratic- 
ally elected.  All  dispensing  and  the  sale 
of  most  medicines  are  the  right  of  the 
pharmacist.  Unity  in  pharmacy  is  essential 
if  we  are  to  receive  satisfactory  terms  of 
service  from  the  Ministry.  Our  first  concern 
must  be  the  rehabilitation  of  ex-Service 
men — no  dilution  by  an  influx  of  new- 
comers by  Government  direction.  I  welcome 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  and  agree 
with  women  pharmacists'  demand  for 
equality.  I  wish  to  see  a  high  standard 
of  professional  conduct;  limitation  of 
apprentices  rather  than  of  pharmacies ; 
control  of  fraudulent  patent  medicines. 
A  balance  of  all  sections  of  pharmacy  will 
be  achieved  by  the  inclusion  of  retail 
employees  in  the  Council.  I  desire  to  see 
a  strong  Society  working  in  unison  with 
other  pharmaceutical  organisations. 


Artificial  Blood  Plasma. — "The  Times" 
in  a  recent  issue  described  an  artificial  blood 
plasma  stated  to  have  been  developed  by 
two  scientists  of  Upsala  University.

Dextran  can  be  reduced  to  powder, 
making  transport  easy;  the  powder  is  dis- 
solved in  boiling  sterilised  water  before 
injection. 
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ANTIBIOTICS  BY  INHALATION 


An  endeavour  to  assess  the  quantitative 
factors  governing  the  employment  of  nebu- 
Used  fluids  as  a  vehicle  for  drugs,  and 
particularly  to  ascertain  whether  chemo- 
therapeutic  substances  can  be  introduced 
in  this  form  by  the  pulmonary  route  in 
clinically  significant  amounts,  has  been 
made  by  Mutch  ("Lancet,"  1944,  2,775). 
He  gives  the  basic  considerations  as  being 
depth  of  airborne  droplet  penetration  into 
the  bronchial  tree ;  extent  to  which  depo- 
sition occurs  on  the  lining  membrane  of 
the  airways;  topical  destruction  of  such 
deposit  as  is  laid  down ;  rate  at  which  the 
deposit  is  removed  by  absorption ;  and 
redistribution  of  the  surface  deposit  by 
inward  flow  under  gravity  and  inhalation, 
and  by  outward  flow  prompted  by  coughs 
and  ciliary  action.  Although  fine  stabilised 
mists  undoubtedly  penetrate  to  the  deepest 
recesses  of  the  lungs,  they  can  have  no 
curative  value  if  carried  out  again  with 
expired  air,  while  a  deposit  drug  cannot 
exert  any  local  therapeutic  action  if  rapid 
absorption  prevents  the  build-up  of  suitable 
concentrations  in  the  affected  area.  As  the 
terminal  bronchioles  are  300-400//  in  diam- 
eter, a  5-/t  particle  should  have  no  difficulty 
in  making  the  passage,  and  liquids  such  as 
aqueous  malachite  green,  introduced  from 
the  larynx,  were  found  to  flow  quickly 
along  the  mucosal  surface  as  far  as  the 
finest  bronchi.  Mineral  oils  and  iodised  oils 
remain  in  the  respiratory  passages  for  long 
periods,  but  water  and  substances  dissolved 
in  water  are  rapidly  absorbed.  Excessively 
rapid  absorption  is  undesirable  when  an 
antibiotic  concentration  is  to  be  built 
up  at  a  mucous  surface,  and  further 
work  is  needed  to  ascertain  how  best  to 
retard  it. 

Transit  Loss 

One  suggestion  is  that  of  mucin  or  some 
other  hydrophilic  colloid  acceptable  to  the 
mucosa  (e.g.  0-5  per  cent,  tragacanth).  It 
was  found  that  drug  delivery  as  mist  at 
the  face-piece  of  the  apparatus  used  did 
not  amount  to  more  than  half  the  amount 
anticipated  from  simple  observations  on 
the  loss  of  weight  of  the  nebulising  phial. 
The  maximum  amount  of  drug  that  could 
be  administered  was  equal  to  thei  maximum 
mist  density  multiplied  by  the  patient's 
ventilation  rate.  When  a  50  per  cent,  w/v 
aqueous  solution  of  sulphonamide  E.O.S., 
nebulised  by  6-8  litres  of  oxygen  per  minute, 
was  inhaled  through  a  small  rubber  nose- 
mask,  the  patient  absorbed  about  i  mil  of 


the  original  solution  per  hour;  brom 
tatic  patients  appeared  to  absorb  more 
normal  persons.  The  author  sugg 
that  special  indications  for  employme 
mists  were  in  respiratory  conditioi 
which  the  air  passages  are  unobstructed 
in  the  administration  of  drugs  whia 
destroyed  and  therefore  rendered  im 
or  toxic  when  given  by  the  mouth.  ' 
if  25  per  cent,  solution  of  soluble  pen 
compound,  equivalent  to  400  or  more 
per  mgm.,  were  nebulised  and  adminis 
through  a  closely  fitting  valveless  inha] 
nosepiece,  the  total  of  one  hour's  inha] 
daily  would  suffice  to  deposit  100,000 
in  the  respiratory  tract,  and  a  seri 
spaced  doses  should  secure  an  adeqr 
constant  level  of  the  penicillin  comj 
in  the  blood.

A  moderate  decline  may 
occur  in  1946,  but  a  major  recession  in 
fats  and  oils  prices  is  not  likely  until 
Far-Eastern  supplies  of  coconut,  palm, 
palm-kernel,  peanut  and  soya-bean  oils 
reach  world  markets  in  volume.  Pre-war 
exports  of  these  commodities  from  the  Far 
East,  including  oilseeds  in  terms  of  oil, 
averaged  about  3,333  million  lb.  annually. 

Post-war  Insect  Control. — ^The  United 
States  Army  has  worked  out  efficient 
methods  of  insect  control  and  trained 
thousands  of  men  in  the  techniques  devel- 
oped. The  men  and  the  methods  will  be 
available  for  mosquito  and  other  insect- 
control  programmes  once  peace  returns. 
In  the  field,  parasitologists  and  entomo- 
logists, with  expert  knowledge  of  disease- 
bearing  parasites  and  the  insects  which 
transmit  them,  command  survey  units 
which  study  each  training  or  combat  area, 
determine  the  types  and  breeding  habits  of 
insect  life,  make  surveys  of  the  parasites 
which  infect  the  local  native  population, 
and  devise  ways  and  means  of  attacking 
them.  Control  units  consist  of  sanitary 
engineers  trained  at  the  Army  School  of 
Malariology,  Panama,  and  men  trained  at 
Camp  Plauche,  Louisiana,  in  all  the  tech- 
niques, such  as  drainage  and  the  use  of 
sprays  for  controlling  mosquitoes. 

Presidential  Address. — Speaking  at  the 
1944  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  the  president 
(Dr.  Ivor  Griffith)  urged  closer  liaison 
between  the  Association  and  other  national 
associations  in  the  pharmaceutical  field 
(National  Wholesale  Druggists'  Association, 
American  Drug  Manufacturers'  Association, 
etc.).  He  considered  the  time  was  ripe  for 
a  Pan-American  Congress  of  Pharmacy, 
attended  by  representative  delegates  from 
Canada  and  all  the  nations  of  the  western 
hemisphere.  He  recommended  the  Associa- 
tion's Committee  on  Publications  to  prepare 
an  authentic  history  of  the  Association  as 
well  as  a  manual  of  its  organisation  and 
structure  to  serve  as  a  guide  to  newcomers. 
To  secure  a  first-hand  report  on  the  present 
status  of  Government-sponsored  health 
programmes,  Mr.  Griffith  said  he  had  been 
in  communication  with  Mr.  Linstead, 
secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  "Personally,"  he  said,  "I 
have  been  surprised  at  the  answer,  but 
I  give  it  for  what  it  is  worth  and  so  as  to 
get  another  side  of  a  very  complicated

Crude  Drugs 

While  a  steady  consuming  business  con- 
tinues in  this  section,  there  is  little  else  of 
interest  at  the  moment.  Markets  are 
decidedly  flat,  but  values  are  generally  well 
maintained.  Practically  no  interest  is  now 
being  taken  in  Agar,  which  continues  to 
sell  in  small  quantities  at  the  controlled 
price.  As  noted  last  week,  some  Curasao 
Aloes  may  now  be  obtained  on  spot. 
Balsams  are  quiet  and  without  price 
change.  No  further  supplies  of  Benzoin 
are  available.  Zanzibar  Cloves  is  again 
fractionally  dearer  on  spot.  Ergot  is 
scarce,  with  the  price  firm.  Stocks  of 
Jaborandi  have  now  been  greatly  dimin- 
ished, but  the  price  of  remaining  lots  shows 
no  change  on  the  week.  Pimento  is  again 
dearer  on  spot.  Practically  all  the  spot 
supplies  of  high-dried  Rhubarb  have  been 
cleared,  but  Shensi  is  still  obtainable. 
Seeds  are  in  some  inquiry,  but  little  busi- 
ness is  being  done.  All  grades  of  Carnauba 
WAX  are  dearer,  both  on  spot  and  for  ship- 
ment. It  is  understood  that  strict  control 
has  now  been  removed  from  Beeswax,  and 
that  distribution  will  be  approximately  on 
a  TOO  per  cent,  basis  for  approved  1938-39 
users.  The  Association  of  Merchant  Distri- 
butors of  Beeswax,  Ltd.,  will  continue  to 
regulate  distribution  of  home  supplies,  but 
applications  for  export  should  be  made  to 
the  Ministry  of  Supply,  8-10  Old  Jewry, 
London,  E.C.2. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  items  is  severely  re- 
stricted owing  to  lack  of  supplies,  and  high 
prices  are  being  mentioned  for  any  available 
small  quantities,  e.g..

Tin  in  Collapsible  Tubes 

Sir, — It  may  be  of  interest  to  many  of 
your  readers  that,  according  to  a  notice  in 
a  recent  issue  of  the  "Metal  Bulletin," 
the  president  of  the  Sun  Tube  Co.  has 
recently  made  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that,  though  the  use  of  tin  in  the  United 
States  is  still  strictly  limited,  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  pre-war  users  of  tin  tubes 
has  indicated  an  intention  of  resuming  the 
use  of  tin  tubes  when  tin  becomes  available. 
In  the  peak  year  of  1941,  over  4,000  tons  of 
tin  were  used  for  collapsible  tubes  in  the 
United  States.  The  present  consumption 
there  is  about  500  tons  yearly.  It  may  also 
be  worth  noting  that  the  pre-war  consump- 
tion of  tin  for  collapsible  tubes  in  this 
country  was  not  much  more  than  the  pre- 
sent use  of  tin  in  the  United  States  for  the 
same  purpose.

SiR^ — The  statement  made  in  Liverpool 
by  a  member  of  the  Society's  Council  (see 
C.  6-  D.,  January  27,  p.  97)  that  the  Council 
"does  not  accept  the  suggestion"  that  the 
Joint  Pharmaceutical  Committee  should 
include  a  delegate  from  the  company 
chemists,  constitutes  a  serious  challenge 
to  the  fundamental  rights  of  members  of 
the  Society.  In  the  first  place  a  resolution 
on  this  subject  passed  at  the  Conference 
by  seventy-seven  votes  to  forty-six  was  not 
a  suggestion — it  was  a  deliberate  and  over- 
riding decision  to  reverse  the  Council's 
policy,  and  the  Council  is  under  an  obliga- 
tion to  regard  it  as  such.  The  merits  of  the 
subject  of  the  resolution  were  fully  dis- 
cussed at  the  Conference :  is  the  Council 
entitled  to  flout  a  decision  of  the  Conference 
on  a  matter  on  which  the  Conference  is 
competent  to  decide?  Secondly,  members 
of  the  Society  have  no  effective  means  of 
controlling  the  Council's  errors  of  judgment 
other  than  that  afforded  by  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting.  If  the  right  to 
veto  the  Council's  mistakes  is  endangered 
the  Council  becomes  a  simple  dictatorship. 
A  precedent  of  first-class  importance  will 
have  been  created  if  the  incident  is  allowed 
to    pass    unchallenged,    and  discussions, 


resolutions,  and  the  meticulous  cou] 
of  hands  will  become  a  solemn  farce 
becomes  a  matter  of  "heads  we  win, 
you  lose."
